Some examples from the publication: 


Blacktown SLA recorded the highest number of births with 4 380 babies born in 1996-97. 
Sydney City had the highest number (55) of hotels and motels with facilities, with Snowy 
River the second highest at 46. 

Liverpool had the highest number of dwelling units approved (2 196) in 1997-98. 

Fairfield was the area with the highest number of manufacturing locations with 942 counted. 
Lachlan had the highest number of sheep and lambs and Muswellbrook the most horses for 
breeding. 

The Moree area had the largest area under cultivation for wheat (370 377 ha) and the 
largest number of meat cattle.
